States bureau of education, that the schools should be kept 
open the year round will strike most people as remarkable and 
unsound. He recently approved a ptohich would keep the 
schools in session throughout the year,ySaymg that if th s weie 
done 2,000,000 children might be enlisted in voca lonal woik. 
Another argument in favor of such a departure is that the boys 
would not be exposed to the contamination of the sheets fo. 
three .months of the year, as they are under the present ar- 
ramrement. But while vocational training is useful and it is

a bad'thing to have boys exposed to street contamination it 
will doubtless be a longtirne'before the people of this country 
reach the conclusion that the schools should be kept in session 


a TherSe many and valid arguments against such a course. 
School means work on the part of teachers and pupils, and all 
workers need rest, whatever the nature of their work. 
1 o 


keep the schools at work twelve months in the year on any-; 
thing like their present basis of work would be a physical im- 
possibility. Teachers and pupils would break down by the 
wholesale strain and not', only would'the gams looked tor tail 
to be experienced, but much of the'present efliciency ot our 
educational system would be lost under such improper and 
unreasonable taxation of the physical and mental powers 


Commissioner Claxton calls attention to the fact that the 


public schools of the country represent an investment ot neai- 
lv $2 000,000,000 in buildings, grounds and equipment, and 
considers it wrong for such an investment to stand idle one- 
fourth of the time. But •i(lte''belter that it should thus stand 
idle and undergo necessary repairs during vacation seasons 
than it would be to have it grinding out the lives of the chil- 
dren-which the school system is maintained to benefit. 
.- 


That there are some defects in the American school system 


is admitted by its best friends.' Many o'f the ablest minds are 
studying these defects with a view to their removal which 
could never be done by keeping the schools open the year 
round. The proposition is utterly .foolish and impracticable. 
It would never do to subject the children ot the country to a 
test which even a steam engine could not endure.

of a ruling class is abborcnt to every Just principle of liberty and equality, 
because no long as man is selfish the few, though ever so wise, cannot safe- 


ly bo intrusted with unlimited power over the many and because it Is in- 
tolerable that any man should rule over his fellows without their consent. 


Persistent and substantial majorities, acting within the scope of their 


Alegitimate functions, arc generally right, and even temporary and narrow 


majorities must, for all practical purposes of political society, bo assumed 
to be right, else we should have anarchy Instead of government. 
But tho 


difference between ninety men and one hundred men Is not so great as to 


confer infallibility upon tho preponderant number. 


Indeed, the opinions of a few men of high character and attainments, 


intelligently selected from almost any community, will ordinarily be a 
safer guide to follow than the opinions of many men chosen at random, 
and I cannot avoid the reflection that it might have proved of distinct ad- 
vantage to the republic if some just and feasible method could have been 
devised whereby, when intellectual problems were to be solved at the pells, 
voters could have been measured instead of counted.
